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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, November 11, 1864. 

M. Sarpov has won the public quite over to his 
views. He had attained this result before his 
last letter, which has raised a peal of laughter on 
his side. Ridicule, especially in this country, is 
fatal even to a good cause. He shows (which is 
certainly curious) that Charles de Bernard at- 
tempted to dramatize “L’Aventure d’un Magis- 
trat;” he took for his co-laborer a well-known 
dramatist, and the result of their joint labors was 
a play which could not be brought out. He shows 
that Casimir Delavigne drew from this same tale 
the subject of his “ Conseiller Rapporteur,” and then 
he says: “The 6th March, 1861,the French Comedy 
played a piece entitled, ‘Christian et Margutrite.’ 
The 17th March, 1861, the dramatic reporter of * Le 
Siécle’ inserted in his weekly dramatic report the 
following letter: ‘My dear friend, you are a lover 
of justice; it seems to me it will be injustice to say 
that the piece played at the French Comedy, * Chris- 
tian et Marguérite,’ is entirely taken from one of 
my novels, ‘ Midi & Quatorze Heures.’ @he authors 
have not breathed to me a word on the subject; 
may be they were afraid that I might steal their 
subject from them. Truly yours, ALPHONSE Karr.’ 
Now this piece, so harshly accused of plagiarism by 
Alphonse Karr, was by Messrs. *** and Edouard 
Fournier.” (You will remember that M. Fournier is 
the leader of the band who have been shouting so 
lustily that M. Sardou is a plagiarist.) “The 24th 
March, 1861, the accused authors timidly protested 
through the dramatic reporter of ‘ Le Siécle’ (without 
appearing in person) that their piece had no resem- 
blance with the above-mentioned novel. I deter- 
mined to ascertain the truth of the case. I have 
read both piece and novel. This is the novel: A 
husband writes plays under a pseudonym, and 
neglects his wife, who busies herself with quince 
preserves. The wife, ignorant of her husband’s 
pseudonym, becomes fired with enthusiasm for the 
dramatic author, and writes to him under a pseu- 
donym. The husband replies. A long corre- 
spondence, full of love and affection, ensues until at 
last each discovers his correspondent, and they fall 
into each other’s arms. The piece is exactly like 
it, with this exception: the wife busies herself with 
plum, instead of quince preserves. As for the 
worth of the piece, it was all summed up in this 
exclamation of Alphonse Karr, when people said to 
him: ‘Insist upon your rights! M. Fournier will 
be driven to put your name on tke bill.’ ‘Good 
heavens forbid! I much prefer keeping silence.’ ” 

We have a new comedy by M. Emile Augier, 
whose play “Le Fils de Giboyer” is one of the 
most successful pieces seen here this many a year. 
The new dramatic effort is not considered a happy 
one. The comedy is obscure. It has some charm- 
ing scenes, but it lacks the unity which is essential 
toa play. It is impossible to say who is the hero 
or who the heroine. 

I gave you some time since an account of the life 
led by Mme. George Sand at Nohant. Let me sup- 
plement that description by translating an account 
of her private theatre, recently given by M. Théo- 
phile Gautier: “The Nohant Theatre, where the 
illustrious novelist amuses herself by trying her* 
dramatic ideas, is capable of holding some sixty 
people; but the performances there are generally 
given before the family circle, and sometimes, when 
the piece requires six or eight actors, George Sand | 
is the whole pit. Although the stage is small, and | 
naturally proportioned with the theatre, it is ma- | 
chined. with a perfection unknown in the large 
theatres. The scenery, which is in great part | 


painted by friends of the family, consists of real | 
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The limited dimensions of the scenes 
enable the artist to paint them with a care which 
cannot be bestowed on large scenes. As we are a 
critic who is inquisitive about the ‘wrong side’ of 
stages, and the secret springs of things, we were 
graciously allowed to visit the scenery magazine, 
the costume room, and the property room, which 
are relegated to the immense garret of the house. 
We stood surprised at the immense appliances 
which this little theatre required. It is true that 
the care bestowed on bringing out pieces was never 
carried further. Every object bore its appropriate 
label, and was arranged in perfect order; here were 
backgrounds, ‘practicable’ slips, details of every 
sort. Our attention was engrossed by complicated- 
looking machines, which seemed like rough models 
of unknown instruments of music. When we ex- 
amined them closely, we read upon one of them 
‘roaring of a stove,’ upon another ‘winter’s wind in 
the passage,’ upon a third ‘creaking of a weather- 
vane ;’ the last was entitled ‘wind and hail against 
the window panes.’ The machines (which were 
most ingenious inventions)were made to imitate in 
some fantastic drama those mysterions and plain- 
tive voices, those accents of the night and of 
silence and of solitude, which predispose one to 
vague terrors, and are like the ‘flourish of trumpets’ 
which precede the entrance of apparitions. There 
were likewise owls which flapped their wings 
and rolled phosphorescert eyes, which might well 
figure in the scene of melting balls in ‘ Der Frey- 
schiitz.? A small tin lantern placed behind the 
bird’s head wrought this wonder. What shall I 
say of the bat—symbol of the ‘blues’—which 
springs from the head of one of the characters, 
flies round the room, and disappears through the 
window ?” 

The Minister of the Interior has announced the 
numbers of the summary inventories of public 
archives published in 1864, which contain notices 
of the archives of 64 departments, 11 parishes, and 
2 hospitals; in all 77 public establishments. The 
numbers contain 4872 pages in double column 
quarto. By the end of 1864 the public will be in 
possession of 18 volumes in quarto. 7 

I mentioned, some time since, the appearance in 
Italy of a book entitled “ Mysteries of the Neapolitan 
Cloister: Memoirs of Errichetta Caracciolo, of the 
family of the Princes of Forino, formerly a Bene- 
diectine Nun.” The “Times” Neapolitan correspond- 
ent says that four editions each of 7000 copies have 
been sold, and “so rapid is the sale that many 
others will, no doubt, be called for; never, perhaps, 
was a heavier blow dealt to monachism.” 

The French Minister of Public Instruction has 
made the following reply to the Mayor of Agen: 
“Sir, I have the honor to inform you, in reply to 
your letter of the 14th inst., that I have accorded 
to Mme. Jasmin a life annuity of S00f. out of the sum 
of money set apart for the literary encouragements 
of my ministry. I am gratified to have it in my 
power to answer by such a decision the wish you 
expressed to me in the name of the city of Agen, 


|and by giving this token of interest to the widow 


of the popular poet who made so noble a use of his 
talents.” 

The same Minister of Public Instruction has in- 
vited the Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Let- 


| tres to take into consideration the effect of intro- 
ducing into the schools and colleges the modern 


Greek pronunciation in the study of the Greek lan- 
guage. This Academy has appointed Messrs. Bru- 
net de Presle, Deheque, Alexandre, Rossignol, de 
Smiley, Egger, and Guignaut a committee to exam- 
ine the subject. 

Herr von Liebig, the well-known chemist, has re- 
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signed his chair in the University of Munich. 
has received a brilliant offer from the corporation of 
London to superintend the disinfection, and appli- 
cation to agriculture, of the liquid and solid dejec- 
tions of that immense city. Messrs. Thiers, Prevost 
Paradol, and Odilon Barrot are taking a little rural 
holiday at Franconville, the seat of M. Roger du 
Nord, 

The first number of the “ Archives of Scientific 
and Literary Missions” (which, I announced to you 
some time since, the Minister of Public Instruction 
had determined to publish) has appeared. It con- 
tains a report, abounding in particulars, on the Island 
of Thasos made by M. Georges Perrot ; a report by 
M. de Mas-Latrie on the dispatches sent by the 
Venetian Ambassadors accredited to France to the r 
Republic, and to be found in the Venetian archives ; 
a report by M. de Rougé on the most ancient monu- 
ments of Egypt considered in respect to their age 
and historical value; and lastly, a report by M. 
Carle Wescher on the same monuments considered 
more particularly with regard to their inscriptions. 
This number contains 190 pages. A sufficient series 
will annually be published to form a stout octavo 
volume. 

My fingers itch to lay before you some extracts 
from the 24th volume of the “ Literary History of 
France,” by M. Le Clere and M. Renan, and a criti- 
cism upon it by M. Littré (there is a colfection of 
names for you!), but I have been so verbose. and 
have put so many of your readers to sleep recently, 
that 1 forbear; although the temptation is great, for 
the book is exceedingly interesting. Did you know 
that we lost Cicero’s treatise upon Glory by Pe- 
trarch’s preceptor, old Convennole, pledging it at a 
usurer’s, and failing to redeem it? 

Were you aware that in the British Museum 
there is a Bible on which is written: Cest livre fust 
pris ove le roy de France a la bataille de Peyters, 


which you may’ thus anglicise: “This book was | 
captured with the King (John) of France at the} 


bagtle of Poictiers.” 1 might cull some more curi- 
ous information from these sources, but my opal 
ring shows you are already frowning, and sticking 
your scissors at me. 

Let me augment the list of droll errors which 
I sent you the other day by the following extract 
from the “Almanach des Voleurs” for 1865, just 
published by M. Pagnerre here. In speaking of 
the recent riots at Belfast, this wiseacre says: 
“ Belfast is a small town in Ireland in the neighbor- 
hood of Edinburgh, and inhabited in great part by 
working people, the majority of whom are ‘ navvies’ 
orcarpenters. . . . Last April the Roman Catholics 
of Edinburgh determined to pay respect to O’Con- 
nell’s memory by erecting a statue to him. . . In- 
offensive inhabitants, women and children, were 
murdered and tortured with refinements of cruelty, 
which recall the horrors of the religious wars in 
the Middle Ages.” Is not that French? If you 
would be amused, take the ‘ Biographical Diction- 
ary,’ just published by the Messrs. Firmin Didot 
& Co,, and hunt out the English names init. The 
errors are too comical ! . . . 

Since it has been discovered that Messrs. Michel 
Levy Fréres purchased the copyright of the late 
Charles de Bernard’s works, people have become 
Inquisitive about the price paid. They gave M. 
Alex. Dumas, Jr., 880 for his famous “ La Dame 
aux Camélias,” which has gone through so many 
editions. He has made them pay for that bargain 
by the prices he has since charged them. It is 
said there are four writers whom the publishers 
find excellent business men, and these are, perhaps, 
the last persons one might suspect. At the head 
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of the list is Mme. de Balzac; she is the shrewdest , 
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business man we have, and coins the last sou which 
she can wring out of her husband’s works. M. 
Victor Hugo is not less successful in obtaining 
excellent prices. M. Thiers passes for understand- 
ing his interests. M. Michelet is his own publisher, 
and although Messrs. Hachette and M. Chamerot 
announce themselves as his publishers, they merely 
receive his works on sale. . . . 

A criminal trial in Switzerland, which is not un- 
like the trial of de Pommeraye here, is exciting a 
great deal of attention in Europe. The physician 
who, it is alleged, poisoned a banker named Triimpy 
by administering strychnine to him, is a man of 
unusual talents. He was the pride of the Univer- 
sity of Berne; the Swiss Confederation sent him, 
at the public expense, to Italy to study the system 
of ambulances and everything connected with 
military surgery. The result of his observations 
he gave to the world in a work published at Wurz- 
burg, entitled: “ Militer-Chirurgische Studien ;’’ 
and he was one of the well-known contributors to 
one of the standard medical periodicals of Germany.* 

M. Feuillet de Conches continues to prosecute 
the collection of his letters of Marie Antoinette with 
zeal; but his copies are not always faithful, and he 
has been challenged to make public the reason of 
his infidelity in one or two instances. He presented 
his second volume to the French Empress recently. 
She said to him: ‘Ah! sir, you come too late. 
I have already read that second volume, and, may 
be, I deserved to receive the first copy which was 
published.” She had sat up all night reading the 
letters, having given orders that the moment the 
volume was published it should be purchased. for 
her. Marie Antoinette is her passion. She has a 


| drawing-room at the Tuileries which is filed with 


relics, portraits, autographs, and furniture of that 
ill-starred queen, and she has agents constantly 
employed hunting everything which is associated 
with her. 

As it is perhaps not impossible that some of your 
readers may be as ignorant as I was in placing P. 
Des Maizeaux in honorable rank as an author—I 
believe it is not a very long time since Mr. William 
Tegg, of London, published a translation, by the 
late Mr. James Nichols, of Des Maizeaux’s “ Life of 
Chillingworth”—they may read with interest the 
following remarks about him which I translate from 
one of M. Sainte Beuve’s recent articles: “ Des 
Maizeaux, that known biographer and editor; 
but Des Maizeaux, upon close inspection, is insig- 
nificant; Maraist calls him ‘a little mind busy 
about trifles, and a poor author who runs after 
publishers to earn money. When he is spoken to 
about Bayle, he replies by talking about Saint 
Evremond. He sifts over and over again Saint 
Evremond, and cannot quit him. Nothing pre- 
cise can be extracted from him; he procrastinates ; 
he is sick; he does not know when he can work; 
in fine, he is a stupid fellow.’ The reader sees, by 
Marais’s and President Bouhier’s letters, in what 
poor esteem these really erudite men held him; he 
was nothing but a courtier of erudite men. Marais 
wrote, referring to an edition of Boileau that he 
was preparing, ‘Des Maizeaux will do something 
worse than vignettes. He will write his sort of 
notes, which are always grovelling and flat, and 
will give us a Despréaux (Boileau) as fine as his 
Life.{ I know he has applied to M. de Valincourt, 





* He has been acquitted. 
+ Mathieu Marais, a lawyer of parts, who was to Boileau, 
Bayle, and Presideut Boubier what ‘Johnnie Richardson,” 
who died in Scotland the other day, was to Scott, Brougham, 
Jeffrey, and Campbell. His Memoirs are at present in course 
of publication here. 
t He published a life of Despréaux in 1712. 
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who, upon the mere mention of his name, refused to | 
give one particle of information, as I likewise did.’”’ 
I regret to announce the death of the Duke de 
La Rochefoucauld Liancourt ; he was a descendant 
of the writer of those cruel Maxims which are as a 
ehart of all, even the lowest soundings of the 
French, if not of the human heart. He possessed 
a considerable collection of the manuscripts of this 
brilliant writer. He was a nobleman of creat estate, 
which he administered with a princely generosity 
(he gave the Pope $106,000, and the Count de Cham- 
bord $200,000 within the last five years). He 
patriotically purchased and preserved the curious 
old medizval castle of La Roche Guyon (an histori- 
eal object three hours from Paris, which no Ameri- 
can traveller, the laziest and most listless travellers 
in the world, ever thinks worth while to visit). 
He was addicted to the ink-horn, and has left some 
fourteen or fifteen volumes as evidence of the bad 
habit into which he had fallen. His friends may 
pray that the pastry-cook and trunkmaker deal so 
kindly with him as to obliterate all trace of his 
indulgence in this vice: for, though it is almost 
as difficult an achievement to write unreadable 
memoirs of one’s life and times and contemporaries 
as to write immortal verse, the late Duke suc- 
ceeded beyond all prevedence in attaining the 
former demerit. G. 5.

Lowell Mason, James C. Little, and J. B. Lippincott, 
be formed, with full powers to represent at Wash- | 
ington the views and wishes of the book trade in 
reference to the tax law as it at present exists.

This list of sales suggests many reflections, but 
the one which it most strikingly illustrates is that 
books of permanent value and merit, even though 
costly, are, after all, the best and most salable 
stock.

late years this destruction appeays to be carried on 

with v ery considerable vigor by the trade itself, and 
against itself. F ‘ormerly, a bookseller was a respect- 
able, intelligent man, independent within the circle 
of readers which he had made for himself. Selling 
books with him was not a mere trade; it was a 
profession, conducted with high professional skill. 
Authors consulted him as to sources of information, 
as well as about the time or manner of publishing. 
Much of this has gone now. The wretched system 
of underselling has been introduced into the trade, 
and intelligence and respectability find it a hard 
matter to obtain a livelihood unless the “* Champion 
bill-poster,” or the “Queen’s Own” bill-sticker is 
called in, and ticketing and puffery resorted to. A 
tailor may speak of the excellence of his cloth, or 
the quality of a peculiar trousering, without any 
fear of his customer knowing aught of the cost price ; 
but the profit of the retail bookseller is a matter of 
common notoriety. Twenty-five per cent., or one- 
fourth (with an extra five per cent. if he can pay 
cash down instead of taking credit), is his perqui- 
site, and, when his neighbor marks up “ 2d. in the 
1s. on all new books,” only 1d. in the Is. is left as 
the profit wherewith to pay rent, taxes, and all other 
expenses. 

It is most desirable that knowledge should be dis- 
seminated at as reasonable a price as possible ; but 
we think—and many of our larger publishers quite 
agree with us—that a fair living profit should be 
permitted those small traders who were bred book- 
sellers, who have followed the profession for many 
years, knowing no other, and who do not care to 
imitate the practices of certain notorious trades, 
and sell one portion of their stock at almost the 
cost price, as an inducement for purchasers to ex- 
pend money ou worthless remainders and “ sold off” 
stock. There are people who can be tempted to buy 
things because they are cheap, or seem to be so; but 
they are no honor to literature or society. So much 
has ree ently been said in Paternoster Row about the 
system of underselling at: present in vogue in the 
book trade, that the Messrs. Macmillan have issued 
a special circular to the trade upon the matter. 
They promise us a wonderful “Shakspeare,” accu- 
rately printed and tastefully bound, and, in antici- 
pation of the underselling that would take place in 
retailing the book, they have at once put the price 
down to the very lowest figure—viz., 3s. 6d. They 
now beg of the trade to let that price alone, feeling 
assured that any intending purchaser of the poet 
will not hesitate to give the sum, and that the few 
coppers which some people always will have taken 
off, are even more required by the retailing book- 
seller than by any one else connected with the dis- 
tribution of the book. Publishers generally are 
anxious to see how the experiment will work.— 
London Review.

The sig- 
natures are said to be in “the ink of the period ” 
If Mr. Partridge has such a book in his possession, 
he would do well tosend it to London for inspection, 
together with a careful history of its antecedents— 
if he can obtain it. 

Mrs. Faxyny Kempie.—An English adaptation, by 
Fanny Kemble, of Alexandre Dumas’ play of ‘ Ma- 
demoiselle de Belle Isle” has been produced at the 
Haymarket Theatre, London, chiefly to allow Ma- 
demoiselle Beatrice Lucchesini, an Italian who is 
fully mistress of the English language, to sustain 
the ré/e of the heroine. The actress succeeded, but 
the play did not. There is a certain grossness in 
the play which Mrs. F. Kemble did not succeed in 
extinguishing, though she changed the plot. Ma- 
demoiselle Plessis and Madame Rachel have respec- 
tively acted in the original play in Paris. To the 
English stage it is no novelty, Mrs. Charles Kean 
having played in it when the version was called 
“The Duke’s Wager,” and Mrs. Sterling represent- 
ing the heroine when it was “ A Night at Brussels.” 
Neither of these adaptations has succeeded, whether 
on the English or American stage. | 

Tuk ALEXANDRE AvroGRAPHS.—Many years ago, 
a ventriloquist, who called himself ‘‘ Monsieur Alex- 
andré,” visited the United States, where his per- 
formances excited wonder, while his amiability and 
acquirements won him the friendship of many of 
our best scholars. In Europe, he was on intimate 
terms with Goethe, Humboldt, Scott, Blumenbach, 
and many other eminent men. He retired from 
professional life several years since, and lived at 
Paris, from that time until his recent death, on 
the handsome fortune he had acquired. He ap- 
peared in private at the palaces of kings and princes, 
and insisted on not receiving money for these per- 
formances. Of course he was remunerated —in 
jewels, pictures, autographs, and articles of virtu, 
which swelled to a large collection ere he died. 
This, particularly rich in autographs, is soon to be 
sold by auction at the Hotel des Ventes at Paris, 
and will probably realize a large sum, for its interest 
is very considerable. 

ALrreD Tennyson.—The English Poet-Laureate 
advertises in the London papers that he will issue a 
selection from his works, in eight monthly sixpenny 
parts, “including two entirely new poems.” One 
of these is said to bear the name of “ The Cruel Sea 
Captain,” and to be founded upon a circumstance 
related by Admiral Symmons (often denied) of the 
men of an English frigate commanded by a brutal 
officer. They laid their vessel alongside of a French 
man-of-war, folded their arms, never stirred while 
broadside after broadside was poured into them, and 
thus went down—all on board perishing—with the 
British flag still flying. This legend is certainly 
capable of being wrought up into a narrative of 
terrible energy. This volume of selections will con- 
tain the first authorized portrait of Mr. Tennyson. 


Lorp Derpy’s TRANSLATION oF Homer.—At the 
advanced age of sixty-five, the Earl of Derby, leader 
of the Tory party in England, has published a trans- 
lation of Homer, in blank verse. Nearly all the 
London critics unite in declaring, with “‘ The Times,” 
“that it is by far the best representation of Ho- 
mer’s ‘ Iliad’ in the English language.”? His purpose 

| was to produce a translation, and not a paraphrase 
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—fairly and honestly giving the sense of every pas- 


sage and of everyline. Without doubt the greatest | 


of all living British orators, he has now shown high 
poetic power as well as great scholarship. He is 
said to have devoted his leisure moments during 
three years to this work. When completed. it did 
not satisfy him, though friends thought highly of 
it. At last, the manuscript was fairly copied and 
submitted to Dr. Stanley, Dean of Westminster, as 
by an anonymous author. The opinion was,“ This 
is worth publishing.” on which Lord Derby said, 
“Fiat! I give in. Go forth, little book! That is to 
say—pack it off to John Murray, and let the critics 
have their fling.” 


Lecat Brocrarpuy.—Mr. Murray, of London, an- ! 


nounces volumes seven, eight, and nine, completing 
the work, of * The Judges of England, with Sketches 
of their Lives, and Notices of the Courts at West- 
minster, from the Conquest to the present time,” 
by Mr. Edward Foss, commencing with the reign of 
Charles II., and containing the remainder of the 


Stuart dynasty, and the whole of the Hanoverian | 


family, with an alphabetical list of the judges from 


1066 to 1864, distinguishing the reigns in which! 


they flourished and the courts in which they sat. 


Betwer.—The whole of Sir Edward Bulwer Lyt-

have been published in Stuttgart. 

Cuartes Lams.—The British Museum has lately 
obtained, by gift, an opera by Charles Lamb, sent 
to Sheridan at Drury Lane Theatre, and pawned by 
him with other valuable documents, including an 


opera by Thomas Moore, in which are twenty-seven

MISCELLANEA. 


Tne LATE Captain Speke.—The death of the 
latest African explorer, which was caused by the 
accidental discharge of his own fowling-piece, while 
he was engaged in field-sports, is greatly to be la- 
mented. Captain Speke, born in Somersetshire, Eng- 
gland, in 1827, entered the army at the age of seven- 
teen, and was only thirty-seven when he died. His 


military service, which was long and distinguished, | 


was in India, where he made many excursions and 
explorations in the Himalaya Mountains. Ten 
years ago, in company with Captain Burton, he 
went on an exploring tour in Africa; subsequently 
served in the Crimean war; then went again 
through Africa with Captain Burton; and finally, 
in company with Captain Grant, went to discover 
the sources of the Nile, which he may be said to 
have ascertained—though some future traveller 
will have to trace to its spring the principal river 
that feeds the lake whence the Nile issues. Captain 
Speke’s untimely death is a great loss to geograph- 
ical science. 

A New Historicar Tukory.—Mr. Henry Charles 
Coote, an English writer, has published a_ book, 


entitled “‘A Neglected Fact in English History,” in | 
which he supposes that during the Roman period | 


the greater part of what is now called England was 


occupied by a Belgic population, which had begun | 


to settle in Britain before the arrival of Julius 
Caesar; that these Belgians were Teutonic, and that 
it is tothem the Anglo-Saxon institutions are due 
so far as they are identical with the Romans, and 
the Anglo-Saxon language. This Teutonic popula- 
tion he considers to be the same which the old 
Welsh writers call Loegrians, and speak of as 
though they were an entirely different race from 
themselves. The Anglo-Saxons of the period of the 
Teutonic invasions came in by force, and took 
possession of the legal and social institutions which 





!the Romans had abandoned. The author supports 
these views with ingenuity and learning, and has 
pointed ont the Roman element in Anglo-Saxon 
England more fully and more satisfactorily than 
any previous writer. 


Croqvet.—The game of Croquet, which has be- 
come fashionable in England, within the last two 
or three years, has given rise to a Chancery suit in 
Londop. The case is Captain Mayne Reid xv. The 
Earl of Essex and Emily Faithful. The latter is a 
printer, who published a book called “The Rules 
of Croquet, revised and corrected : by an Old Hand,” 

) and the Earl of Essex, a gay young gentleman of 
| 62, was generally accredited as the author. It 
appeared, however, that he paid some person to 
write or compile the book, which person bodily 
“conveyed” the whole of it from a work enti- 
tled “ Croquet,” of which Captain Reid is author. 
The Vice-Chancellor decided that Capt. Reid is 
the author and proprietor of the book called 
“Croquet,” that the other book was a plagiarism 
and infringement, that the Earl of Essex and Miss 
Faithful must pay $625 to Capt. Reid by way of 
compensation, and also full costs of suit, and that 
| all unsold copies of their book be delivered up to be 
destroyed. 


Avrnors’ Homes.—The house and school-room of 
John Milton, in the Barbican, London, are now 
| being demolished to make way for street “ improve- 
ments.’’ Green Arbor Court, near what was the 
Fleet prison, and famous for having had Oliver 
Goldsmith for one of its lodgers, is also about being 
pulled down. 


Coryetivs O’Dowp.—The “ Reader,” reviewing the 
Cornelius O'Dowd papers (reprinted from “ Black- 
' wood’s Magazine”), assumes, as we did from in- 
ternal evidence, that Charles J. Lever, the novelist, 
and none other, must have written them. It says, 
“Will it be proper to hint who holds the pen for 
Mr. O’Dowd? Without risking the responsibility, 
we will be content to say that we are not without 
reasons for considering him to be as identical as 
circumstances will permit with a certain retired 
army-surgeon who was the confessor of Harry 
| Lorrequer, and revealed the secrets of the confes- 
| sional, in his case, to the gratitude of the novel- 
| reading public; who afterwards introduced us to 
Charles O'Malley and other pleasant friends of our 
literary leisure, including the immortal Major 
Monsoon (the King of Spain’s sherry still keeps its 
true flavor) ; and who is, at the present interesting 
moment, her Britannic Majesty’s consul at an Italian 
port.”” Mr. Lever is British Consul at Spezzia. 
| Cayova, THE Scvtpror.—* Galignani’s Messenger” 
| (a well-known daily English journal published in 
| Paris) has the following: It is currently reported 
| in literary circles on the Continent that the library 
at Bassano has lost a volume containing a valuable 
portion of Canova’s correspondence. All of Canova’s 
papers were bequeathed to this library, and have 
hitherto been preserved with great care; but a 
| short time since a priest came there with excellent 
letters of introduction, which his personal appear- 
ance recommended in so strong a manner as to 
command great confidence. A volume, containing 
interesting letters addressed to Canova, was, at his 
request, lent him at his lodgings. The day after 
this favor was granted the priest disappeared with 
the volume, and it appears from inquiries set on 
foot that he was no priest, and that the letters of 
| introduction he brought with him were forged. A 
‘general inquiry is now taking place amongst the 


| old book-stalls of the towns where it is thought the 
| MS. may have found its way. 
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Grovucuy versus Turers. — In his “ History of the 
Consulate and the Empire,” M. Thiers repeated, what 
Napoleon and others had declared, that Marshal 
Grouchy had caused the loss of the battle of Water- 
loo by his culpable delay in bringing up the French 
troops placed under his command. His son, the 
Gen. Marquis de Grouchy, who lately died at Paris, 
had commenced a libel-suit against M. Thiers for 
this imputation, only a few days before his death. 
Thiers does not stand alone among historians in 
imputing culpable delay, if not treachery, to 
Grouchy.

RELIGIOUS. 

The Rule and Exercises of Holy Living. By Jeremy 
Taylor, D. D. pp. xix., 451. Boston: Little, 
Brown & Co. 

The Rule and Exercises of Holy Dying. By Jeremy 
Taylor, D.D. pp. xxvii., 373. Boston: Little, 
Brown & Co. 

These are charming editions of two of the finest 
religious classics in the language. The neatness 
of style in which Messrs. Little, Brown & Co. have 
issued them leaves nothing further to be desired. 
The paper is admirable, and the typography is one 
of the most favorable specimens of the work at the 
University Press of Welch, Bigelow & Co. We re- 
joice to see the grand old English of Taylor ina 
form which may attract new readers, for it is a well 
of thought as inexhaustible as it is undefiled. 
The present edition is a reprint of that of Picker- 
ing, in 1840. That text, however, which was found 
to be very inaccurate, has been carefully revised, 
and corrected by the aid of several early editions. 
Great pains have been taken to verify the numerous 
quotations from ancient writers, and to fill out the 
references to their sources, which by Taylor him- 
self were often given very imperfectly or not given 
atall. In this labor assistance has been derived 
from Eden’s edition of the whole works of Taylor, 
but it is said that there were some serious mistakes 
and some deficiencies in that edition which needed 
to be corrected and supplied. Taken altogether 
We presume we have here the best edition of the 
Holy Living and Holy Dying that has ever been 
issued in this country. The same publishers would 
do well if they were to give us in similar style, as 
companion volumes, an edition of the ‘‘Sermons.” 
The lovers of fine books will not fail to notice the 
neat, large paper edition of these volumes, bound 
in the Roxburgh style. It is highly creditable to 
the book manufacture of the country. 

Good News of God. Sermons by Charles Kingsley, 
Rector of Eversley. pp. 370. Boston: E. P. 
Dutton & Co. 


For ourselves we prefer Mr. Kingsley in “ Alton , 


Locke” and “ Yeast” than in his Sermons, for we 
cannot quite reconcile ourselves to a certain low 
colloquialism of style which seems to smack of 
mannerism and ‘artificiality. We do not hesitate 
to say, however, that we have read some of these 
Sermons with a great deal of satisfaction, but we 
luust still regard them in some respects as open to 


exception. The mode of discourse, from its sim* 
plicity and suggestiveness, will doubtless render 
the volume popular.

We have here a very acceptable addition to Little 
& Brown’s “green and gold” series of the poets. It 
already includes Campbell, Hood, Scott, Shelley, 
Burns, and Keats. Now Gray is added, and although, 
in quantity, his poetry is surpassed by the more 
voluminous productions of many others, in quality 
it will always be regarded by scholars as among the 
choicest, purest, and most classical inspirations of 
the British muse. His Elegy and his Odes have, in 
their respective departments, but few if any supe- 
riors in our language. The Memoir runs through 
about one hundred and twenty pages, and it is 
written by the Rev. J. Mitford, with his usual dis- 
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crimination and appreciativeness, constituting a | 

most agreeable piece of literary biography. This | 

“Green and Gold” series bids fair to become one of | 

the most popular collections of our standard poetry | 

that has heretofore been made. Great pains is taken | 
with the text, and the works of each author are | 
given entire. The volumes are in a compact and | 
extremely neat form, printed on tinted paper, with | 
clear, legible type. Byron, Coleridge, Herbert, | 

Milton, Moore, and Pope are announced as in pre- 

paration. 

Real and Ideal. By John W. Montclair. pp. x., | 
119. Philadelphia: Frederick Leypoldt. 
The extremely beautiful style, both internally and | 

externally, in which Mr. Leypoldt has manufactured 
this volume will of itself go far to secure readers. | 
After looking into the contents we find that in many 
respects they deserve the commendation which they 
have received from Fitz-Greene Halleck, Messrs. 
Boker, Stedman, Leland, and others. We observe a | 
facility and vigor of versification and strength of | 
thought which give promise of better things. The 
translations from the German of Heine, Riickert, 
Chamisso, and others are quite smooth and metrical. 
The author should, in the outset of his career, avoid 
one fault which characterizes the present generation 
of our “poets.” We refer to the publication in their 
books, of scraps—mere poetical nugew—which are 
evidently only studies, and should be confined to the 
author’s portfolio. In this way the ability of our 
writers is dissipated in numerous trifles, instead of 
being concentrated upon a few productions which 
stand a chance of outliving the season of their pub- 
lication.
